orthwestern  State  University  has 
completed  the  first  year  of  participation  in  the 
National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administra- 
tion/University Joint  Venture  (JOVE)  Initia- 
tive, a  pilot  program  which  has  had  a  most 
favorable  impact  on  NSU  and  its  move  toward 
a  statewide  mission  in  higher  education. 

Northwestern  was  the  first  of  seven 
universities— joined  by  Vanderbilt  University, 
Texas  Southern  University,  Auburn  Univer- 
sity, West  Virginia  University,  the  University 
of  Georgia  and  Rice  University— selected  in 
the  spring  of  1989  to  serve  as  JOVF  institu- 
tions. 

JOVE  was  initiated  by  NASA's  Mar- 
shall Space  Flight  Center  at  Huntsvillc.  Ala., 
to  share  ihc  scientific  and  engineering  data 
from  flight  experiments  with  American  col- 
leges and  universities.  The  program  is  unique 
because  it  is  making  available  data  generated 
fn)m  space  missioas  in  exchange  for  analysis  and 
interpretation  by  faculty  members  arxl  students. 


Northwestern  has  realized  many 
benefits  as  a  JOVE  institution.  Among 
these  are  the  involvement  of  four  professors 
a.s  faculty  research  associates  collaborating 
with  NASA  scientists  on  a  variet>  of  pro- 
jects, the  recruitment  of  high-ability  chem- 
istry, physics  and  mathematics  students, 
the  development  of  a  space  science  option 
for  physics  majors,  the  establishment  of 
speakers'  bureau  to  make  available  presen- 
tations to  schools  and  civic  organizations, 
and  the  opportunity  to  present  a  three- 
week  residential  course  in  space  science  to 
academically -gifted  students  from  through- 
out the  I  nited  .States. 

The  JOVF.  Initialivc  oniciaily  began 
in  the  summer  of  19H9  as  participating  profes- 
sors, including  four  from  Norilnvcstcrn  — Dr. 
(iar\  White  in  physics.  Dr  J.imcs  Rozell  Jr. 
and  Dr.  H.  Wayne  Hyde  in  chcmistr\.  and  Dr. 
Donald  F.  R\an  in  mathematics,  spent  10 
weeks  at  the  Marshall  Space  liighi  Center  fi>r 
indoctrination   and   early    involvement    in 


NASA's  current  research  activities.  Upon  re- 
turning to  the  campus  last  fall.  Northwestern's 
faculty  research  associates  ha\c  been  engaged 
in  a  part-time  collaboration  with  their  NASA 
counterparts  facilitated  b\  electronic  link. 

For  the  past  several  months.  North- 
western and  the  six  other  JOVE  institutions 
have  been  using  space  science  data  to  develop 
on-campus  research  projects,  enrich  their  cur- 
ricula and  stimulate  pre-college  students 
through  outreach  programs. 

White,  a  nuclear  physicist  who  has 
been  a  member  of  NSU's  physics  feculty 
since  the  fall  of  1987,  is  involved  in  a  continu- 
ing stud\  of  cosmic  rays,  conducting  research 
on  high-energy  particles  collected  by  instru- 
ments carried  by  balloons  and  spacecraft  into 
the  higher  atmospheres  of  space. 

Hyde,  an  organic  chemist  with  28 
years  experience  on  NSL''s  chemistry  facult\. 
currentK  is  collaborating  svith  N.ASA  scien- 
tists al  the  Marshall  Space  Flight  Center  on 
experiments  to  further  study  the  separation  of 
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cells,  solution  crystal  growth  and  alloys  from 
undercooling  and  immiscible  phases. 

Rozell,  an  analytical  chemist  at 
Northwestern  since  January  of  1988,  is  work- 
ing with  NASA  scientists  on  research  projects 
pertaining  to  high-temperature  superconduc- 
tivity. Within  these  projects,  special  emphasis 
is  being  given  to  studies  of  magnetism  in  su- 
perconductors, solid-state  chemistry,  crystals 
and  their  structure,  and  mankind's  benefit 
from  these  new  materials. 

A  member  of  NSU's  mathematics 
faculty  since  1968,  Ryan  has  been  actively  in- 
volved with  NASA's  efforts  to  further  examine 
the  hydrologic  process— the  water  cycle  in  the 
earth's  atmosphere.  This  is  being  accom- 
plished by  analyzing  data  received  from  satel- 
lites' remote  sensing  of  the  earth's  atmosphere 
and  attempting  to  determine  the  role  that 
moisture  or  water  plays  in  that  cycle. 

The  four  NSU  scientists  in  the  JOVE 
Initiative  are  being  featured  in  special  presen- 
tations to  a  variety  of  audiences  through  the 
speakers'  bureau  established  by  Northwest- 
ern's  Department  of  Mathematical  and  Physi- 
cal Sciences,  which  administers 
Northwestern's  institutional  participation  in 
the  pilot  program. 

During  the  year,  numerous  talks  by 
the  NSU  scientists  have  been  presented  to 
schools  and  civic  organizations.  The  four  fac- 
ulty research  associates  were  rated  as  "most 
informative"  when  they  appeared  this  spring 
in  a  featured  seminar  for  Northwestern's  Re- 
search Week  for  Arts,  Humanities,  Science 
and  Technology. 

The  impact  of  the  JOVE  Initiative 
on  Northwestern's  student  enrollment  and 
recruitment  can  be  greatly  appreciated 
when  it  is  understood  that  a  combination  of 
NASA  and  NSU  funds  has  made  it  possible 
for  the  university  to  recruit  32  high-ability 
students  into  the  program. 

An  important  by-product  of  the 
university's  participation  in  the  JOVE  Ini- 
tiative, the  new  NASA  Scholars  program  at 
Northwestern  is  providing  annually- 
renewable  $1,000  scholarships  to 
academically-talented  high  school  seniors 
who  plan  to  pursue  a  degree  in  chemistry, 
mathematics  or  physics. 

The  scholarship  recipients,  all  of 
whom  will  major  in  chemistry,  physics  or 
mathematics,  will  be  required  to  attend  a 
space  science  seminar  each  semester  during 
their  freshman  and  sophomore  years,  and.  as 
Juniors  and  seniors,  will  serve  as  a  laboratory 
assistant  to  one  of  the  four  NSU  faculty  re- 
search associates.  The  seminar  in  space  sci- 
ence, which  begins  in  the  fall  of  1990,  will 
include  such  group  activities  as  participation 
in  current  research  problems,  development  of 
laboratory   procedures   for  a   proposed   high 


school  space  science  course,  and  a  field  trip 
to  the  Marshall  Space  Flight  Center. 

Concerning  curriculum  development, 
a  new  space  science  option  is  now  available  at 
Northwestern  for  students  pursuing  the  bache- 
lor of  science  degree  in  physics.  Also,  a  cur- 
riculum for  a  summer  course  in  space  science 
for  junior  high  school  students  has  been  de- 
veloped at  NSU. 

One  of  the  most  important  elements 
of  an  institution's  participation  in  the  JOVE 
Initiative  is  the  development  of  outreach  pro- 
grams which  stimulate  pre-college  students. 
Such  an  effort  was  accomplished  this  summer 
when  the  four  NSU  faculty  research  associ- 
ates involved  in  the  JOVE  Initiative  were  team 
teachers  for  the  space  science  component  that 
was  an  academic  offering  of  The  Advanced 
Program  for  Young  Scholars  at  NSU,  a  coop- 
erative effort  with  Duke  University's 
nationally-recognized  Talent  Identification 
Program.  This  three-week  residential  course 
in  space  science  was  offered  to  high-ability 
seventh,  eighth  and  ninth-grade  students  and 
featured  a  series  of  lectures,  demonstrations, 
group  activities,  laboratory  sessions  and 
videotaped  programs. 


Writing  project 
held  at  NSU 
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'ixteen  public  school  teachers  from 
throughout  Louisiana  participated  in  a  tech- 
nology education  curriculum  guide  writing 
project  held  this  past  summer  at  NSU. 

The  writing  project,  funded  by  more 
than  S60.000  in  grants  to  NSU  from  the  Loui- 
siana Department  of  Education's  vocational 
education  office,  is  designed  to  update  and  re- 
vise the  curriculum  guides  for  the  "Principles 
of  Technology  II,"  "Energy.  Power  and  Trans- 
portation." "Basic  Woodworking  Technol- 
ogy" and  "Advanced  Woodworking 
Technology"  component  of  industrial  technol- 
ogy programs  currently  being  offered  in  Loui- 
siana high  schools. 

The  project,  which  included  the  infu- 
sion of  additional  mathematics  and  science  in- 
struction, is  being  directed  by  Dr.  Bill  Dennis 
and  Dr.  Tom  Eppler,  professors  of  industrial 
technology  at  Northwestern.

Charles  E.  Stephens  dies  after  long  illness

harles  E.  Stephens,  43,  passed 
away  May  12,  1990  following  a  lengthy  ill- 
ness. He  received  his  B.S.  from  Northwestern 
State  University  in  1969  and  his  M.S.  in 
1975.  He  was  a  resident  of  Provencal,  Louisi- 
ana, and  a  member  of  the  Grand  Ecore  Road 
Church  of  Christ. 

Mr.  Stephens  was  former  vocational 
agriculture  teacher  and  Future  Fanners  of 
A^nerica  advisor  at  Provencal  High  School 
and  Natchitoches  Central  High  School.  He  re- 
ceived the  Outstanding  Young  Agriculture 
Teacher  Award  for  two  consecutive  years, 
state  and  American  Farmer  degrees  and  the 
Louisiana  Attorney  General's  Award  in  1985. 

He  was  a  former  president  of  the 
Louisiana  Vocational  Agriculture  Teachers 
Association  and  past  president-elect  of  the 
Louisiana  Vocational  Association.

"My  parents  also  taught  me  to  play.

During  her  most  recent  visit  to  Nat- 
chitoches, Hammerman  participated  in  the 
festivities  surrounding  her  father's  induc- 
tion into  the  Louisiana  Sportswriters  Hall  of 
Fame.  Grits  Gresham  was  the  first  outdcwr 
writer  to  be  honored  in  that  way  and  Ham- 
merman says  it  was  a  special  time  for  her 
family. 

"My  daughter,  my  two  brothers  and 
their  families  and  my  mother  were  all  there 
and  the  occasion  provided  an  opportunity 
for  a  warm  family  reunion."  she  recalled. 

The  NSU  campus  has  changed  con- 
siderably in  the  last  twenty  years,  according 
to  Hammerman.

McNeely  retired  as  director  of  Fi- 
nancial Aid  in  1984  after  serving  NSU  for 
27  years.  A  four-year  band  scholarship  was 
set  up  in  her  name  following  her  death  in 
September  1989. 

The  Alexandria  native  graduated 
from  Bolton  High  School  and  received  her 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Music  Education 
from  Northwestern  in  1937.  She  taught  in 
Rapides  Parish  from  1937-41  and  in  Natchi- 
toches Parish  from  1941-42.  After  working 
for  the  city  of  Natchitoches  for  a  short  time, 
she  began  her  work  at  NSU  as  an  account 
clerk.  In  1971  she  was  named  assistant 
financial  aid  director  and  three  years  later 
she  was  made  the  office's  director. 


While  employed  in  the  financial  aid 
office.  McNeely  was  dedicated  to  helping 
students,  according  to  her  son  Charles  L. 
"Sandy"  McNeely. 

"She  was  determined  to  get  a 
.student  what  he  needed  in  order  to  gradu- 
ate," he  recalled.  "Many  people  have  t(tld 
us  they  would  ne\er  have  received  a  de- 
gree without  her  help." 

Charles"  wife  Dootsie  McNeely  says

Come  back  to  Northwestern  for 
what  is  going  to  be  one  of  the  best  Home- 
coming celebrations  ever!!! 
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At  a  glance,  the  odds  seem  stacked  against 
Northwestern  State  contending  for  the  South- 
land Conference  football  championship  this 
fall.  Consider: 

*  The  Demons  return  only  two  defen- 
sive starters  from  last  year,  when  Northwest- 
ern led  the  SLC  in  scoring  defense  and  total 
defense. 

*  Record-shattering  passer  Scott 
Stoker,  with  his  gutsy  "get  it  done"  style  of 
play,  has  graduated,  and  the  leading  candidate 
to  replace  him  has  career  totals  of  two  com- 
pletions, nine  attempts  and  42  yards  passing. 

*  The  top  two  runners  from  last 
year's  offense,  which  was  second  in  the  SLC 
in  rushing  yards  per  game,  are  gone,  taking 
with  them  42  percent  of  the  Demons'  1989 
rushing  output. 

*  The  schedule  is  brutal  —  road 
games  at  SLC  heavyweights  Stephen  F.  Aus- 
tin, North  Texas,  likely  preseason  favorite 
Northeast  Louisiana,  and  non-league  trips  to 
Jackson  State  and  Arkansas  State.  A  season 
opener  against  Division  I-AA  quarterfmalist 
Eastern  Illinois. 

Ouch. 

It's  not  a  pretty  picture.  If  that's  as  far 
as  you  l(X)k. 

The  man  who  knows  the  Demons  bet- 
ter than  anyone,  seventh-year  head  coach  Sam 
Goodwin,  is  quietly  confident  his  team  can  fit 
into  the  SLC  championship  scramble. 
Goodwin  has  never  finished  lower  than  third 
in  a  conference  race  in  his  six  seasons  at 
Northwestern,  and  he  has  two  league  titles  to 
his  credit. 

The  last  championship  came  two  sea- 
sons ago,  in  1988.  when  the  Demons  were 
facing  cssenliall)  the  same  road  schedule  ami 
were  picked  lor  fourth  place  in  the  Southland. 
But  GcMxiwin's  guys  were  up  to  the  task,  win- 
ning the  crown  and  the  sobriquet  "Roatl  War- 
riors'  with  victories  at  North  Icxas  and  SI'.\ 
in  the  last  two  conference  games. 

Docs  Sam  see  a  sequel  in  1990' 
"Road  Warriors  II,"  perhaps? 

It  has  crossed  his  mind. 
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"The  schedule's  a  concern  because 
it's  an  even  year  and  that  means  we  go  on  the 
road  for  most  of  our  big  games,"  he  says. 
"SFA.  Arkansas  State,  NLU  —  which  is 
probably  going  to  challenge  for  the  confer- 
ence championship;  North  Texas,  which  prob- 
ably has  one  of  the  best  recruiting  areas  in 
I-AA;  McNeese,  another  big  rival  like  North- 
east; Jackson  State  beat  our  brains  out  last 
year  and  is  a  playoff  team  every  year. 

"We've  got  a  real  hard  road  sched- 
ule," he  says.  "But  we  had  the  same  situation 
two  years  ago.  Northwestern,  in  the  1980s, 
did  not  have  a  losing  season  in  an  even- 
numbered  year.  We  open  with  three  home 
games,  a  chance  to  get  off  on  the  right  track 
and  develop  some  confidence.  If  we  can  get 
out  of  the  gate  quickly,  who  knows  what  could 
happen." 

Just  like  two  years  ago,  the  Demons 
have  a  veteran  offensive  line  as  the  foundation 
—  and  the  distinct  possibility  that  Goodwin 
will  rotate  his  quarterbacks  throughout 
games. 

Sophomore  Brad  Brown  backed  up 
Stoker  last  year,  and  performed  admirably  in 
relief  roles  late  in  the  season.  But  in  the 
spring  practice,  junior  Andrew  Roach  blos- 
somed and  moved  into  a  dead  heal  with 
Brown  for  the  starting  job.  Behind  them  are 
two  capable  redshirt  freshmen.  A.J.  Maranto 
and  Chris  Moseley. 

"We'll  go  with  Brown  and  Roach  and 
1  dont  know  in  which  order  or  how  much 
right  now."  says  Goixiwin.  "Each  will  play. 
Andrew  probabU  had  the  most  consistent 
spring.  Brail  finished  on  the  highest  note,  the 
last  week.  I  fell  pretty  good  at  the  end  with 
those  two." 

It  didn't  hurt  to  have  Stoker  on  hand, 
working  as  a  student  assistant  coach  with  the 
young  quarterbacks  during  spring.  Hell  be 
back  on  the  sidelines  in  the  fall. 

Back  on  the  field  will  be  every  offen- 
sive lineman  from  last  year,  when  the  Demons 
ranked  second  in  the  league  in  total  offense. 
Goodwin  is  so  satisfied  with  the  depth  up 
front  that  he's  hoping  to  redshirt  part-time 
starter  Jeff  Miles,  a  freshman  walk-on  last

season  and  he's  moved  backup  guard  Jeff 
Easterly  to  defensive  tackle. 

"Our  strength's  going  to  be  the  offen- 
sive line.  We  had  to  start  Miles  last  year,  and 
he  did  a  good  job,  but  he  could  be  redshirted 
this  year,"  says  Gcxxiwin.  "That's  how  much 
depth  we  could  have." 

The  best  of  the  bunch  is  senior  swing- 
man  John  King,  who  was  overlotiked  for  All- 
SLC  honors  as  a  tackle  last  year.  He  also 
played  the  other  four  interior  spots  for  the 
third  straight  season,  and  will  line  up  at  cen- 
ter this  fall.  For  starters,  anyway. 

"John  knows  ever)'  position  inside 
and  out.  We  could  probably  put  him  at  quar- 
terback and  he'd  get  the  job  done."  says 
Gocxlwin.  "He's  so  smart,  such  a  great  com- 
petitor, that  he's  the  kind  of  guy  you  build 
around." 

The  two  starting  tackles  are  solid 
hands.  Senior  Sean  Freeman  was  second-team 
All-SLC  as  a  guard  last  fall.  Mike  Owens, 
another  senior,  is  a  powerful  run  bliKker. 

Junior  college  transfer  Bo  Milton  im- 
pressed the  coaches  enough  to  earn  a  starting 
job  at  right  guard  after  spring  drills.  Bill 
Britt.  who  started  at  center  and  guard  last 
year,  will  take  care  of  the  left  guard  slot. 

Tight  end  is  in  great  shape  with 
Carlos  IrcadwaN.  third  on  the  team  last  year 
with  19  receptions  for  334  yards  and  a  team- 
high  three  touchdown  catches. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  the  De- 
mons' starting  Hanker  was  chosen  in  the  NFL 
Dratl.  .And  although  Gotxlwin  knows  North- 
western will  miss  speedy  Al  Edwards,  just  as 
Floyd  Ttjrner's  departure  w-as  felt  in  1989,  he 
is  confident  in  a  young  corps  that  could  be 
bolstered  by  true  freshman  Pete  Spratt,  one  of 
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the  country's  top  prep  400  meter  runners. 

"We  have  them  all  back  except  Al. 
He  was  hurt  and  didn't  play  two  games  and 
was  limited  in  two  or  three  other  games  after 
his  injury.  We  played  a  lot  who  are  back," 
says  Goodwin.  "The  starters  will  probably  be 
Eddy  Johnson  at  flanker  and  Jerry  Roberson 
at  split  end.  John  Tappin  is  our  burner  coming 
back  and  will  play  at  both  spots.  Victor  Ro- 
binson is  probably  the  best  all-around  per- 
former at  blocking,  receiving,  running 
routes." 

The  fullback  post,  a  critical  spot  in 
Northwestern's  Pro-I  option  attack,  took  a 
double  whammy.  Leading  rusher  Pete  Ellis 
graduated  and  redshirt  freshman  Donny  Ford 
has  departed,  leaving  junior  Brian  Driskill  as 
the  starter.  He  ran  for  62  yards  and  played  a 
big  special  teams  role  until  breaking  a  collar- 
bone midway  through  last  season  as  one  of  the 
early  casualties  in  an  injury  tidal  wave  that 
cost  the  Demons  24  key  players  for  at  least 
one  game. 

Despite  losing  Ellis  and  Ford, 
Goodwin  is  upbeat. 

"We  feel  good  about  that  position," 
he  admits.  "The  starter  will  be  Brian  Driskill, 
but  (redshirt  freshman)  Guy  Hedrick  really 
looks  like  a  great  prospect.  Chad  Morrow  did 
some  very  good  things,  especially  running  the 
football.  Driskill  looks  like  the  best  guy  with- 
out the  ball,  blocking  and  doing  all  the  other 
things,  and  Morrow  really  looks  solid  with 
the  ball,  needs  to  improve  without  it.  Hedrick 
probably  did  everything  the  best.  He's  ex- 
tremely intelligent,  did  a  great  job  catching 
the  ball,  and  looks  like  the  fastest  of  the  three 
when  he  gets  his  hands  on  the  ball.  I  feel  con- 
fident we  can  win  with  those  three  guys." 

Tailback  will  be  a  four-way  scramble 
between  three  veterans  and  redshirt  freshman 
Deon  Ridgell.  Junior  James  McKellum  will 
start,  but  sophomore  Darius  Adams,  junior 
Randy  Wright  and  Ridgell  all  will  play,  be- 
cause they're  all  good  and  they're  all  small. 
Ridgell  is  the  biggest,  at  5-7  and  171. 

"We're  going  to  be  OK  there.  We're 
not  going  to  be  very  big,  but  we'll  be  OK," 
says  Goodwin."  "All  four  are  going  to  play. 
When  you  have  them  that  size,  you  probably 
need  four  because  you  worry  about  the  pound- 
ing they'll  take.  We'll  get  some  quality  play 
out  of  those  four  guys." 

The  Demons  got  quality  play  last  year 
from  their  two  returning  defensive  starters, 
senior  end  Greg  Necaise  and  junior  line- 
backer Andre  Carron.  Necaise,  the  1989  All- 
Louisiana  Newcomer  of  the  Year,  had  13 
sacks  and  96  tackles,  while  Carron,  All-SLC 
first  team  as  a  sophomore,  averaged  15  tack- 
les per  game. 

"Carron  and  Necaise  were  our  two 
leading  tacklers,  and  the  two  who  probably 


had  the  best  seasons  of  anybody  on  defense 
last  year,"  says  Goodwin.  "They're  our  big 
play  guys  and  a  good  pair  to  build  around." 

Actually,  the  Demons  have  four  1989 
starters  on  their  1990  defense  —  but  two,  end 
Troy  Knight  and  safety  Ron  Davis,  started  for 
the  now-defunct  Lamar  program.  Both  will  be 
in  their  fourth  season  as  starters  this  fall. 

"You  couldn't  ask  for  two  classier, 
talented  young  men  to  come  in  and  help  this 
defensive  team,"  Goodwin  says. 

"We  brought  Ron  in  thinking  he'd  be 
a  cornerback,  and  he  started  at  corner  as  a 
junior,  but  he  fit  the  safety  position  in  our 
scheme.  He's  a  great  leader,  a  classy  young 
man  who  fit  in  almost  immediately,  a  take 
charge  guy,  not  real  loud,  just  handles  him- 
self exceptionally  well.  We  really  feel  good 
about  our  secondary.  Ron  Davis  was  a  great 
addition. 

"Troy  gives  us  the  best  pass  rusher 
we've  had  since  (1987  SLC  Defensive  MVP 
and  first-team  Ail-American)  John  Kula- 
kowski  and  probably  has  more  ability  than 
Kulakowski.  Troy  is  the  best  pass  rusher  we 
have  now  and  that's  saying  a  lot  considering 
Necaise  really  had  a  great  year  rushing  the 
passer." 

But  plugging  in  somebody  between 
Necaise  and  Knight  is  the  biggest  defensive 
challenge  facing  new  coordinator  Benjy 
Pierce,  who  has  coached  the  Demons'  defen- 
sive front  for  the  past  five  seasons.  If  Jason 
Delmore,  redshirted  last  year,  and  Triand  Mc- 
Coy, a  defensive  end  starter  in  1989,  can  meet 
academic  requirements.  Northwestern  will  be 
in  good  shape  up  front. 

Says  Goodwin:  "It's  probably  the 
most  unsettled  position,  although  (junior) 
George  Salsberry  gave  us  a  great  performance 
this  spring  and  we  feel  pretty  solid  about  him. 
Delmore  will  give  us  a  solid  player  there  if 
he's  eligible.  He  was  a  transfer  who  walked 
on,  and  had  to  meet  some  academic  require- 
ments. We're  pretty  confident  he'll  be  ready 
although  he  has  to  get  some  summer  school 
hours.  He  and  Triand  are  the  question  marks 
there.  If  they  are  eligible,  we'll  be  solid  there. 

"If  not,  we're  looking  at  a  variety  of 
situations.  John  Evans  is  going  to  play  a  lot. 
Jeff  Easterly  has  moved  over  from  offense  and 
gives  us  someone  who's  going  to  be  an  anchor 
point  but  won't  make  many  plays.  He'll  be 
solid  against  the  running  game.  Anthony 
Land  will  play  in  pass  rush  situations.  He  is 
an  excellent  pass  rush  guy.  He  needs  to  im- 
prove against  the  run." 

Carron  anchors  the  linebacking  corps 
and  is  penciled  in  to  start  outside  again,  al- 
though he  could  move  in  the  middle.  Experi- 
enced Randy  Bullock  is  the  weakside  starter 
and  Brannon  Rowlett  is  No.  1  in  the  middle 
going  into  fall  practice. 


The  Demons  lost  five  starters,  if  you 
throw  a  nickel-back  Adrian  Howard,  in  the 
secondary.  But  the  replacements  are  ready, 
says  Goodwin. 

Davis  will  handle  free  safety  with 
gifted  redshirt  freshman  Fred  Thompson 
backing  him  up.  Veterans  Rob  Floyd  and  Pat 
Clark  will  split  the  strong  safety  job  —  "both 
have  seen  some  action  in  quality  time,  critical 
situations,  and  done  well,"  says  Goodwin. 

Sophomores  J.J.  Eldridge  and  Adrian 
Hardy  will  start  at  cornerback,  and  Goodwin 
thinks  they  fit  the  mold  of  ex-Demons  Randy 
Hilliard  and  Kevin  Lewis,  both  now  in  the 
NFL. 

"The  only  negative  I  see  at  corner  is 
experience.  I  think  the  talent  is  there,"  he 
says. 

Talent  isn't  something  that  senior 
kicker  Chris  Hamler  lacks  —  "when  he's  on," 
says  Goodwin,  "he's  as  good  as  you  can  find" 
—  but  his  consistency  (10-20  on  field  goals 
last  year)  must  rise.  Junior  college  transfer 
Maker  Scobel  is  an  insurance  policy,  and  will 
also  likely  handle  the  punting  chores. 

Before  the  injury  wave  swamped  the 
Demons  last  season,  they  were  4-2,  ranked 
10th  in  the  nation  and  on  a  roll.  In  the  next 
four  games,  they  were  0-3-1.  With  many  of 
the  players  Goodwin  is  counting  on  this  sea- 
son in  the  lineup,  the  Demons  finished  with  a 
flourish,  tying  I-AA  finalist  SFA  17-17  and 
shackling  the  potent  Lumberjack  passing 
game. 

Maybe,  in  a  subtle  way,  it  was  the 
start  of  something  big.  Like  "Road  Warriors 
II."
